Defense ef Crow 

Opinions vary as to the predatory 
character: of some of the birds and 
animals lgronerabed by the powder 
company.» Some are predatory only.

conditions, and any general attack 
upon the entire species is plainly 
not warranted.: Further, the evi- 
dence is too varied, and, in some 
eases, too indefinite to . warrant 
granting to a: powder company au- 
thority * to» declare. open. war upon 
any ‘group of animals. : 
Even in “the \case .of. the crows, 
such evidence as. has been pre-. 
sented as a result of organized in- 
vestigation by the company, though 
seemingly convincing, is well known 
to students of ‘the subject to be 
based on Studies cf the fish crow, 
‘a species of limited range, and not 
on the common crow, which is the 
only kind found over most of the 
area involved in.the contest.

These figures indicate that the 
forests are generally. used for open- 
alr fuel and live-match holders. .-A 
Slashing good fire can be started 
in almost any kind of timber, though 
a coniferous forest will burn ‘“‘flash- 
ier’ and with a bigger smoke. A 
good coast-range evergreen fire will 
give an effective “Started-by-a-Fool” 
smoke signal visible for 100 miles, 
It may take 200 years, or 500, to 
replace it. 

A colony of Polanders out in the 
Washington Olympic coast, 30 years 
ago, thought that their unbroken 
forest would be worth more for 
| smoke than for trees. . They set out 
a designed fire, “The. Polander 
Burn,” that cleared off 120 square 
miles of timber. The stumpege to- 
day would be worth anywhere from 
$4,000,000 to $10,000,000 where the 
land is still of negligible cultural 
value. The lumber would have made 
twenty times its log value in: wages 
before it could be built into perma- 
nent buildings. Lumber of all kinds 
increases ‘enormously in. value _ be- 
twéen the raw material and the 
finished product; it is mostly labor. 
Spruce that may sell as low as $1 
a 1000 feet in the forest log may 
run up to’$250 a 1000 feet in perfect 
airplane spars. 

Laboratory tests generally dis- 
prove the old belief that the. white 
or sap wood is stronger than the 
heartwood of the hickory most used

Handles of Many Kinds 
Handles, under 100 different clas- 
sifications, require. 280,000,000 feet 
of lumber a year; 15,000 carloads, 
forming. a. train 120 miles long. 
Hickory furnishes 46 per cent and 
-ash 28 per cent of. this total. Handle- 
making as it is usally carried on is 
terribly wasteful; it has been esti- 
mated that many of the better hand- 
shaved hickory. handles waste fully 
90. per cent of the wood. It was 
partly, becausé of this wastefulness 
at the Forest Products Laboratory 
ook up its experimentation; the 
tests indicate that a. vast saving 
could be made by using both heart- 
wood and sapwood, with only neg)ll- 
gible detriment to the service. 
Handle-making calls: for a wide 
differentiation of wood qualities. Ash 
is generally used for. long, compara- 
tively slender. ‘handlee—rake, hoe, 
fork, shovel; hickory is used for 
axes, sledges, and.the like; apple- 
wood is much used for chisels, mal- 
lets, planes, and would be used much 
more if it were procurable, as -it 
takes a fine finish and is non-split- 
ting. Broom handles are made of 
maple, birch and beech; and a high 
quality of light and non-warping 
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used for Scie or shaniten the color. 
of the walnut sapwood. which may 
range all the way from chestnut to 
white in the natural state. It does 
not produce'a genuinely “black” wal- 
nut, but the resultant is a beautiful, 
silky, chestnutty-brown. wood t 
even more attractive than the black 
heart-wood. 
Cedar for Pancils 

Spafiish cedar, a native of the West 
Indies and not.of the United States, 
is used for almost all the lead pen- 
cils manufactured. It is light, strong, 
of uniform ‘texture, and it “whittles” 
almost like putty or other soft, am- 
orphous substances. A few years 
ago an effort ‘was made to use the 
Oregon juniper for, pencil blanks, 
and two considerable factories were 
esta ag But growing in the dry 
foothilis at a high elevation, and of 
solitary habit that encourages the 
development of many limbs, it is very 
knotty even though the clear wood 
is desirable; the industry soon sub- 
sided. The rolled-paper pencil cov- 
ering ‘substitute has never quite 
pleased the market; so long as there 
is a cedar tree left the pencil will be 
of wood and. not of paper. 

A curiously specialized wood use 
is that of the Port Orford cedar of 
Oregon, for the thin, wafer-like 
separators in electrical storage bat- 
teries. This wood, found nowhere 
else in the world, is the best material 
yet found for this purpose, which 
promises to annihilate the Port Or- 
ford Cedar if the battery business 
continues to grow as it has grown 
for the last décade. 

Approximately 2,000,000 carloads 
of lumber of a}] kinds is used in the 
United States in a single year; be- 
sides. all the wood used for fuel, for 
fencing that is not sawed, for piling 
and for all the other uses that do not 
take it to the sawmill. The national 
timber area has shrunk 390,000,000 
acres since the white man came to 
the western continent. The propor- 
tion of timberland and agricultural 
land that are generally held neces- 
sary—at least 25 per cent forest—has 
shrunk to only 19 per cent for the 
United States and much of this is 
already cut over. 

Germany has 26 per cent of her 
territory forested, and is gaining 
rather than losing in forest area; 
the United States is cutting down’ 
and burning her forests four times 
as fast as they can grow!

His unusual artistic qualities were 
discovered by the landscape-painter 
Schirmer, who procured him a 
scholarship from the Grand Duke of 
Baden which enabled the young 
artist to continue his studies at the 
Academy of Fine Arts at Karlsruhe. 
There he remained from 1860 to 1866, 
and in 1867 he was attracted by 
Diisseldorf which town just about 
that time was at the zenith of its 
fame as an art center.

Diis- 
seldorf it was not far to Paris 
where Courbet’s influence inspired 
the young German artist to try new 
methods of painting. In 1870 he 
settled in Munich.

a: Rhodes Scholarship Figures

By A UNIVERSITY PROFESSOR

Ta Rhodes scholarships, ten- 
able for three years, are of the 
yearly value of £300 plus, at 
present, a bonus of £50 per annum, 
and are awarded to the different 
countries of the British Empire as 
follows: 

Canada 9, ‘A cihva tie 6, New Zea- 
land 1. South Africa—Schools at the 
Cape 4, Cape Province 1, Natal 1, 
Transvaal 1, Orange’ Free State 1, 
Port Elizabeth «and Kimberley 1, 
Rhodesia 3, total 12°~Newfoundland 
1, Bermuda 1, Jamaica 1 and Malta 
‘1; making a total for the British 
Empire of 32. 

In , addition, 32 scholarships are 
awarded to American students, 
while, prior to the war, scholarships 
were also awarded in Germany, but 
these were discontinued in - 1914. 
There are at présent 190 Rhodes 
scholars in residence at: Oxford, 94 
being from the British Empire and 
96 from America, while the total 
nuniber elected since the. trust first 
began its work of selection in 1903 
is 1274, of whom 576 have: been from 
the British Empire, 632 from Amer- 
ica, and 66 from Germany.  Condi- 
tions governing the awarding of the 
scholarships must of necessity 
slightly vary in the different. coun- 
tries which have the privilege of 
electing students, but the following 
general rules are applicable to all: 
(a) Candidates must be either Brit- 
ish. or American subjects with, at 
least, five years’ domicile in the 
country in which they apply: (b) 
candidatés must have passed their 
nineteenth, but not have passed their 
twenty-fifth birthday, and must be 
unmarried; (c)' candidates must have 
completed, by the ist of October of 
the year for which they are elected, 
at least two years at the university 
of their state or country. 


* Student’s Finances Net Considered 


On the third Of these conditions a 
good deal of misunderstanding has 
aris¢n, many people being under the 
mistaken idea that the scholarships 
ought to be awarded to students who 
‘would . be . unable, without the 
financial help thus afforded, to enter 
any university. All the scholarships 
are awarded without any reference 
to thé financial position of the can- 
didate. Regarding the decision that 
Rhodes ‘scholars should have 
passed two years at least at their 
own universities it is quite clear 
from Mr. Rhodes’ will that he had in 
his mind, as the field from which his 
scholars would be drawn, large sec- 
ondary schools like the great public 
schools of England. The trustees 
finally decided that the scholarships 
would be made most effective and 
would best attain the objects the 
founder had in view, if the scholars 
were elected from colleges and uni- 
versities rather than from sécondary 
schools. Considerable maturity both 
of mind and character is required on 
the part of students who are far re- 
moved from their own country and 
from home influences. Parents, too, 
might reasonably be expected to ob- 
ject ‘to sending. their sons at too 
early an age away from home for 
several years. 

It wa¢‘further thought that as boys 
ih the United States and British Do- 
minions usually enter their univer- 
sities at an earlier age than in Eng- 
land they seldom reach the same 
standard/of education, and hence if 
they proceeded direct to Oxford they 
would be, from the point of view of 
scholarship, at a disadvantage with 
English students. It waé also felt 
that the opportunity of testing moral 
and athletic qualifications would be 
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more easily practicable amid univer- 
sity than. school life. 

Rhodes was: desirous. that « whilé 
the schotarships should createcan‘at- 
tachment to~ the mother country, 


those who held them should not | 
withdraw their: sympathies and in- | 


terest from the lands: from. which | 
they came. These. sympathies and 
interests are more easily aroused 
amid university than school life, and 
once aroused can be trusted to’ ex- 
pand amid the wider atmosphere of 
Oxford. It Was these considerations 
which led the trusteés to. depart 
somewhat from the original inten-. 
tion of Cecil Rhodes in order ‘the 
better to carry out the spirit and 
aims underlying the bequest.. : 
Regarding the Anterican scholar- 
ships it is sometimes assetted that 
they do not attract the best type of 
American student. If this assertion./ 
be trie it can easily be understood, 
for an ambitious student preparing 
for an active life In America at one 
of the excellent universities of ‘his 
Own country may -véry naturally 
hesitate before interrupting his 
studies and leaving his own country: 
for three years unless the oppor- 
tunities offered by Oxford are such 
as will havea direct bearing upon 


}his work when he returns home. But 


the true test of the ‘success or faii- 
ure of the scheme and the extent to 
which the hopes of the founder , of 
the scholarships has been or will 
be realized cannot be measured by ex- 
amination results or athletic honors 
gained by the scholars. 


_ For Pablic Service 

_ It was evidently Cecil. Rhodes’ wish 
that upon feturning from Oxford 
the scholars should take up work 
which would be of benefit to their 
fellow men. Politics; diplomacy. and 
the public service have, however, at- 
tracted but few of the scholats for 
they afford but little Chance of 
careers,for men with their way to 
make ih life. A considerable numbér 
of the scholars have engaged in edu- 
cational work upon their return from 
Oxford. There is a closer relation- 
ship in the United States’ than in any 
other country between education and 
public life and therefore in this work 
the: Rhodes scholars are able to 
exert as great an influence as they 
could in any other walk of life, even 
in politics. The. oldest group .of 
Rhodes scholars is only %5 to 40 
years old, so it is 4arly yet to criti- 
cize regarding the influence they are 
exercising among their countrymen. 
It is expected that the ever increas- 
ing number of men who have. re- 
ceived the best educational a&dvan- 
tages of their respective countries, 
who have “rubbed shoulders” with 
the best types of young marhood 
from other. pakts of the world, and 
who have molded in the ah- 
cient @nd yet practical atmosphere 
of Oxford may beconié imbued with.

When it is recalled that it is but a little more 
than two years since the establishing of these 
_arbitral. associations was first undertaken, the 
progress: made can better be understood. And 
it is not alone in the particular industry men- 
tioned ‘that gratifying results have been 
achieved... It is confidently estimated that by 
this system. of voluntary. arbitration the courts 
will eventually be: relieved ‘of 72 per cent of 
their eases, and that. by the same process the 
_Jitigants who cannot now afford to invoke the 
aid of the law courts will obtain a degree of ' 
justice heretofore denied them. ; 
- “Phe success of this method in New York,. 
where it was first tried in the United’ States, 
although: it is by no means new in England, 
immediately indicates the advisability and wis- 
dom of extending it to other states. This, in- 
deéd, is the purpose of the Arbitration Society 
of America, as. recently clearly outlined: 

“To conduct an’ international campaign of siucation 
in promotion of the general cause of arbitration in all 
disputes and differences. _ 

To organize and operate in New York City and in 
other cities. of this country .tribu: als of arbitration for 
the, speedy; inexpensive and just determination of all 
disputes and controversies. 

To move for a uniform arbitration law in all the 
states of the Union, and for the insertion of an arbitra- 
tion clause in all trade and ‘industrial contracts. 

And it is encouraging to realize that behind 
this movement is the powerful influence of the 
American Bar Association. ‘The society is in- 
corporated under a law passed by the, Legis- 
lature of the State of New York, which provides 
that the organization’s officials may not profit 
by the venture. This law bestows upon the 
tribunal the powers and status of an arbitra- 
tor, with authority to subpoena witnesses and 
render judgments. There is no appeal from 
its decisions, as from those of law courts, yet 
behind them stand the courts; ready to render 
its decrees and orders effective. 

In: acknowledging the testimonial presented 
to him ‘upon the occasion of the Arbitration 
Society’s visit, Mr. Hays expressed the opjn- 
ion that already a significant step has been 
taken in extending, not only to commercial 
and industrial affairs, but to more important 
relationships between peoples and nations, the 
theory of arbitration.. He said: 

I believe that arbitration in commercial relationships 
will ultimately replace-to.a very large degree all other 
plans of settling disputes. I alsa believe that it will 
supersede in national and international relationships 
‘all other methods of settling -m{isunderstandings, just 
as certainly as. that now..when two, men in the street, 
tThoving in opposite directions, pass each ether. each of 
them passes to the right. That is arbitration: They 
both have the a of way and they arbitrate when they 
pass to the right. 

This is not an extravagant or vishonaby fore- 
cast. Just as men advanced out of the timé when 
they instinctively settled, or attempted to settle, 
_their disputes with their fists, so they are now 
passing out of the equally vain belief ‘that they 
can settle them with guns and torpedo boats. 
The law courts have been-but a stepping-stone 
marking the progress. from physical combat to

Under the pretext of destroying birds: and 
beasts which are injurious to the farmer, these 


thousands of birds and animals were slain.* 
From’ the best information ‘obtainable, it is 


very doubtful, however, whether the farmers, 
orchardists, and poultry raisers of the country 
will .in the’ slightest degree profit from this 
onslaught; for there still exists a great differ- 
ence of opinion whethér the creatures jncluded 
in this list, both birds and animals, may be 
justly classified as pests. . 

The Department of Agriculture at Washing- 
ton has not found evidence of their predatory 
habits to a degree that warrants their destruc- 
tion. The. best authority. obtainable still holds 
that birds like crows, jays, most of the, owls, 
and several of the hawks, because of the great 
number of injurious insects and rodents which 
they destroy, aid the farmer much more than 
they harm him. There is. little evidence to shew 
that the occasional incursions of hawks and owls 
upon the farmyard, or of crows upon the’ corn- 
field, supply a good reason for the - wholesale 
killing undertaken: in this contest. There is, 
however, good evidence that’ corn and wheat 
fields and orchards are protécted by the birds 
from the army of insects which might work 
great havoc on the’ crops. Longfellow’s “The 
Birds-of Killingworth” is a good antidote to this 
attack upon our frierids in feathers and fur. 


It is hoped the’ agitation which has been’ 


raised against such an quslaught will prevent 
the repetition of a like enterprise. Those who 
have gone most deeply into the matter are sure
